Tur following very interesting ar- 
ticle-on the Italian Army appears:in 
a recent number of the Daily. Netws, ° 
“and in view: of the important part 
Italy appears destined to play in the 
future Hatory of Enrope, will doubt- 
less be perused with interest—espe- 
cially by our military friends :— _ 
Italy is making efforts to pat ber 
army on an equal footing with ‘tho 
. other, great military Powers. Tro 
“corps @armée -have been-vat respac- 
tively at Pedno and Perugia, The 
|. i fiat maateovres, under command -of 
_ General Pallavicini di Priola, with 

Col, Abate as chief of tho staff, were 
held between Este and Padus, The 
first week of ‘the manoeuvres, com- 
mencing on August 29th, was confined 

. to small'fiéld days of brigade against 
. brigade. In the. second week there 
were two divisional days aud a field 
day with the whole corps d’armés, 
finishing with o review.at Padua on 

September llth, The King was pro- 
sent during the last weok of thé man- 
ceuvres, and took great interest in 
every detail. The manconvres were 
carried oat with great precision, There 
waa no hurry, every phase being clearly 
marked. There was‘none of that hur- 
ry and confdsion.which is seen some- 
times in field daya‘ia England, The 
ground over which ‘the troops had to 
act lies at the foot of the Huganean 
Hilla, ‘It is very much enclosed, and 
intersected with canals and ditches. 
The hills, however, furnish very good 
positions for artillery, especially in the 
_neighbourhood of. “Acqua Potrarea” 

- (a classical spot) and on tho hills 
towards Bague and Mate. It is very 
difficult for cavalry aud artillery .to 
manauvre, the former being unable to 
pass over the cultivated ground, and 
therefore having to keep to the roads 

- in pushing to the front. ; 

. The crops d’armée, consisting of two 
divisions of 7,000 men each, waa made 
up of eight regiments (a regimentcon- 
gists of three battalions of four com- 
panies each) of infantry, two of “ Milice 
Moblie,” one’ of Borsaglieri, and two 
rogiments of cavalry, together . with 
the usasl complement of divisional 
teoops. The infantry are armed. with 

., the Vetterli, rifle, which is: a breech. 
loader after the same pattern as tho 
Chassepdt. It has lately beog farnish.. 
ed with a new sight, aud ‘its. effective 

. pango is‘said to be 1,400 ‘yards. It. 
‘ja certainly’s vory. inferior arm to the 
Martini-Henry, and not so good in 


many. respects;as: the Snider. The 


clothing'is of good quality and most 
serviceable, Tho rolled collar is univer- 
sal thronghout the army. “The, men 
are: clean and ‘keep’ their’ arms and 
" equipment: in excellent, order. : ‘They

-|'The bread is at’ once issued to the 
‘| troops, and tho meat, rice, &o., aré 


issned to the cooks of the various com 
panies. As a rule, the troops have 
‘three monls a day—breakfast before 
staxting in the morning, dinner after’ 
manoeuvring bofure returning to quar- 
tors (thie: consiata of a meat ration), 
and. an-ovening. meal about five or six 
o'clock, with a glass of wine.‘ The 
discipline of the army is’ excellent.

There is great 
esprit do corps among the Bersaglivri, 
and their manoouvriug is excellent. 
With regard to the officers, it is impos- 
sible to any too much in. their. praise ; 
thoy are woll up to their work, ond 
have the men under their command 
exceedingly well in hand. The control” 
ofthe “fire” is excellent, the officers 
‘in all cases pointing out the object to 
be aimed at-and the distance bf the 
‘enemy. There is a determination on 
the partof the officers that, whatever 
elso happens, the army shall not suffer ; 
and if it is possible for “any body: of 
men to make it into a really finéarmy, 
thé Italian officers will do so. The 
‘captains of the Bersaglieri are mounted 
and are perhaps of a better class. than 
the ether infantry officers. The staft 
officers are intelligent and well-infor- 


med. As orale they’aré obliged to pasa | ' 


through a cozrs9.at the School of War 
(Ecole de Guerre) before they pass 
into the staff branch of the army.’ There 
seems to be no friction between’ the 
heads of departments and the chief of 
the staf, = a 
The promotion in the Italian army 
is very slow, and the officers are there- 
fore in many cases too old for the posi- 
tions they fill. There seems, however, 
to be rather alack of staff officers to 
the brigadiers, as on several occasions 
corporala-wore sent with orders to the 
various commanding officers, rather .a 
dangerous -proceeding. The method 
of infuntry attack ia generally carried 
‘out by sections. When a battalion 
‘forms for attack two companies (usually 
the flank corhpanies) move to tho front 
to form the “shooting line” and “ anp- 
ports.” “Tho. remainder form the re- 
serve (t?o ero . Thecompanies 
to form the “shooting line.” movo for. 
-ward,.as a rnle;in column of ‘sections, 
They usually exteud at first, one section 
each occupying together o front’ equal 
tohalf the battalion deployed in line, 
If the supports are required to open 
fire on their owa ground, the command 
to “clear the front” is given, and the 
men extended fall back and rango 
themaolves in olose files on the flank 
of the supports. . 4 ; ; 
The country in which the manoavyres 
took place this yoar'is oxovedingly 
difficult, and necessitates the. division 
of a battalion into very small ‘unite; 
‘great uncertainty must always exist in 
such a country (as occurred at Solfer-’ 
ino) with regard to the progress of an 
action. Ia rashing to the final attack 
the.men cheor atd ‘bring their rifles to 
the “charge.”

FREE TRADS IN JAPAN. 


“A Japanese”: write writes. to the Post 
on the above subject, and quotes a nom- 
ber of figures showing the exports 
‘and imports of Japan, specie exported, 
&c. Tho writer than states:— — 

-* The excess of imports over exports 
of England’s foreign trade may be de- 
fended, but in the case’ of Japan’ how 
can it be defended, even by the clever- 
ost freotrader ? Really a wholosale 
drain’ of national resources like this is 
alarming. What were the. results ? 
Tho Japanese Government was obliged 
to issuo, to cover this deficit, 10" mil- 
lions of paper money, which, becoming 
gradually depreciated, bears now only 
half of its original value. Of. course 


owing to balance of trade, but, partly, 
to some internal causes ‘of the country, 
which the limited space here forbids 
-me to discuss. Labour is dearer now 
‘ compared to some Soars past, ‘but the 
price of commodities has doubled, hence 
the suffering of the people and increase 
of pauperism. Cotton and sugar manu- 
‘factares, which amply supplied our 
thirty-three millions of souls, ara now 
nearly rained by competition of foreign 
atticles. Well, if this drain of re- 
sources from Japan is left to .a laissez. 
“faire policy, what will be the result ? 
‘Japan's spending power’ will gradually 
diminish, and her foreign trade will 
bogin’ decreasing until’ the’ amount 
of her imports lowers itself down 
to that of oxparts, and the decrease 
will not stop there; it will perhaps 
diminish move. Of course. this state 
of things will affect foreign as well 
as Japnuese ftps no small 


degres. Therefore, the éxcessof imports 


over exports does always indicate | 
. that this naiion—is’a creditor to other
